For the second time within a year, 
the village of Madoc was visited by a 
disastrous fire early yesterday morn- 
‘ing when damage ‘to the extent of 
$35,000 was done in the heart of the 
business section. as 

Three buildings wed virtually smoul 
dering ruins. this morning following 
cne of the worst holocausts in the 
nerth country‘in years. Speaking to 
Farties in Madoc this morning the © 
Intelligencer wag told that the dam- 
age may reach the neighborhood of 
$50,000 as a complete check-up on 
the losses has not been made. It will 
not be more than half covered by in- 
surance at the outside, 

Starting from a short-circuit in tho 
electric wiring in Govier’s Bakeshop, 
the flames spread rapidly to the adjoin 
ing buildings and within half an hour 
it was seen that at least three blocks 
[ were doomed. All frame structures 
the flames consumed them like match 
weod and although the Madoc Fire 
| Department worked heroically to save 
{the other buildings, a strong [wind 
carried the flames and sparks fn all 
directions. Burning embers ed inh 
the roofs of the near-by buildings and 
it was with difficulty that the fire, was

way across the roof and the occu- 
pants were forced to flee leaving their 
furnishings to the mercy of the blaze. 
Next in line, Robt. Rlerdon’s Grocery 
store was hit by. the conflagration. It 
was here that the fire department 
finally managed to place the flames 
partially under control, and a portion 
of Mr. Rierdon’s stock was moved sat 
ely across the road on St, Lawrence 
Street. This morning~ repairs ~ were 
made to the roof and Mr. Rierdon ex 
pects to move back into the building 
and will be ready for business this 
week. A fire-proof wall between the 
Rierdon store and a garage owned by 
a man named Armstrong prevented the 
further Spread of the fire. Mr. Arm- 
strong lost his garage last year and 
at the time of rebuilding the fire- 
proof wall was constructed. 
Raged For Three Hours 
Messrs Govier, Barry and .Thomp- 
son suffered complete losses, MroRier- 
Jon managed to save most of his goods 
while the building still remanis stand 
ing. The others are burned completely

THE COLD BATH 


“Perhaps you tried out the morning 
ccld bath at some period in your life 
and you gave it up for some reason. 

With many individuals the idea of 
cold watcr first thing in the morning 
is not pleasant. 

Others like the sensation that fol- 
lows a cold bath and a rub down, and 


after the bath and feel good lntil 
about ‘10 or 11 o'clock in the morning, 
and then get a sagged, droopy feel- 
ing. 

There_are very few who can start 
in and take coldsbaths and feel real 
good all day afterwards. Most of 
them will get the draggy feeling. 

Why? - : 

First, the blood woressure and temp- 
erature are low early in she morning, 
and the body does not sccm to like 
losing any more animal heatat this 
time, such as is caused by a cold bath, 

Then there is the shock to the sys- 
tem which follows a cold bath. This 
shock is too much for the majority 
of folks. 

Now. does this mean that the cold 
bath or the cold’ shower should not 
be taken in the morning ? 

No, because a short cold bath of one 
minute, with temperature from 50 to 
80 degrees Fahrenite, can really become 
of real help in stimulating the circula- 
tion, and other processes of the body. 

A simple method used by “begin. 
ners” is to put warm water in the bath 
tub sufficient to reach just above the 


ankles. Then a cold shower is taken 
and the warm water about the ankles | 


prevents the foss of too much animal 
heat, and also lessens the shock 

However, after a time, this warm 
water can be dispens:d with, and the 
cold shcaer, one minute, may be taken. 
The “shock” is really beneficial 

Further, a short.cold bath during 
the day whcn the temperature and 
blood pressure is higher, may prove 
very helpful in the same individual 
who got a peor or harmful reaction 
in the early morning.

Dan McCowan, Famous Na- 
turalist, Heard by Large - 
Audience 


Pictures of bird, animal and flower 
_Ife-pecullar to the Rocky Mountain 
region, were shown at Bridge Street 
Church last night, when Mr. Dan Mc 
Cowan, famous naturalist, presented 
his lecture to an audience of over 
three hundred. . Twenty-five years 
ago Mr. McCowan came to Canada 
from Scotland, and since that time 
has been engaged ‘in the nature study 
of the flora and fauna of the Rocky 
Mountains.

APPLE CROP IS 
MUCH SMALLER 


The New England commercial ap- 
ple crop is expected to fall consider- 
ably below that of last year and more 
than 400,000 barrels below the average 
for the past five years, according to 
forecasts issued by the New England 
crop reporting service of the U.S. de- 
partment of agriculture. The forecast 
for this year {s 1,475,000 barrels,,com- 
pared to 1,635,000 barrels harvested 
last year, and the five year average 
of 1,922,400 barrels. . 

A decline in the production is pre- 
dicted in Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mon: and Rhode Island, the only New 
England states’ showing increases be- 
ing Massachussetts and Connecticut. 

Production by the country as a 
whole, however, shows an increase of 
from 25,900,000 barrels produced last 
year and 346,441,000 barrels expected 
this year. 

An increase in the national produc- 
tion of potatoes Is also in prospect, it 
is stated. The national crop {is expect 
ed to total 465,651,000 bushels, as com 
pared to last year's crop of 406,964,000 
bushels; ‘The average for the years 
1923-27 {s 384,491,000 bushels. This in 
crease is shared in New England to a 
lesser degree, where 46,483,000 ‘bushels

RADIO NEWS 


There are always those who wait for 
the ultimate recelver—who expect re- 
volutionary changes are just around 
the corner. ‘There are some, no doubt, 
who expect this in radio. However, if 
one looks back over the developments 
of the last four years, he finds scarce 
ly any outstanding In clircult design, 
the only ‘great improvement being 
made in the matter of power supply. 











Radio has become standarized to 
such an extent and the conditions 
under which radio must operate have 
become so firmly fixed that the 
chantes of outstanding change in re- 
ceiver design are exceedingly remote. 
‘The broadcast’ band has been definite 
ly fixed by the radio comimission and 
there ts no possibility of its being ex- 
tended either up or down, inasmuch 
as other important services have given 
rise to the rest of the available wave 
lengths. The separation of the broad 
cast channels has been fixed definite 
ly at 10 kilo-cycles. Experience has 
shown that a cutting down of this 
width dalls for ultra selectivity with 
its consequent sacrifice of tone qual- 
ity, and an extension of this width 
produces a broadness of tone that 
makes station selection impossible. 
audio frequency band - required for 
good speech and music reproduction 
has been fixed at 5000 cycles as the ut 
most for practical purposes. 





Any recelver, therefore, designed to 
cover the broadcast band, to allow the 
selection of various stations in this 
band, and to allow natural reproduc- 
tion of music and speech, will be stan- 
dard for years to come. Improve- 
ments in mechanical and electrical ‘de 
tails, and style of cabinets will be of- 
fered from time to time, of course, but 
if apparatus is well-built and cabi- 
nets neatly designed, such receivers 
will be up-to-date for many years to 
come.

The federal department of agricul- 
ture announces that in the whole of 
the province of Nova Scotia except 
Capt Brenton the ‘uberculosis infec- 
tion in cattle has been reduced from 
2.28 at the first general ‘est to 0.17.

with 191,076 cattle, and of these 4365 
cattle reacted at the firs: general test 
on 2068 premises, or 2.28. 2 

Infected premises were visited 2 
second time and 22,763 cattle tested, 
while some received two retests a: in- 
tervals of not less than 60 days. 

In the herds from which reactors 
were removed at the first general test, 
339 additional reactors were found, or 
1.4 per cent. of the cattle. 

The infected herds are retested and 
each time a reactor is found the pre- 
mises are cleansed and disinfected, 
and retests made at suitable periods 
until the herd passes a clean test.

Ifow Boys and Girls Should be Fed 

Unsuitable feeding and over-feeding 
whether due to quantity or quality -of 
food, are both very common, and pro 
duce their characteristic ill-effects on 
children's health. Broadly speaking,

Supt. of Ontario School for 
Deaf Expired in Car 
Yesterday 


HERE 22 YEARS 


Prominent in Provincial Ed- 
ucational airs—Par- 
liamenta’ Candidate 


Dr. Charles) B. Coughlin, Superin- 
tendent of thé: Ontario School for the 
Deaf, died “suddenly about three 
o'clock: yes;erday* afternoon from a 
heart attacki:;He had left the Insti- 
tution for a motor drive with his wife 
but after procéeding for about a mile 
he fined ‘chat he was not feeling 
well 2 back to the School. 
Just as they reached the door he 
slumped down in the car and died al 
most immediately, 

Dr. Coughlin- was_one of the out 
standing educationists of the Province 
and has been Superintendent of the 
School for the. Deaf for the past 
twenty-two years. He was counted 
one of the real authorities on the 
training of deaf children and his Joss 
will be a blow to this work in Ontario. 

Born in Norwood 

Dr. Coughlin was born in Norwood, 
Ontario, in 1863." He was educated 
at Norwood Public School and Peter- 
boro Collegiate and. tater graduated 
from Trinity Medical College in 1889. 
He firs: practised medicine at Arthur 
and then in Peterbcro for’some years. 
He was living in Peterboro in 1906 
when he received the appointment 
which he held Gp till the time of his 
death. ‘ 

Dr, Coughlin has. been instrumental 
in raising the Ontarfo School for the 
Deaf to its pres_nt high standard.

Gibson. In religion he was a Roman 
Catholic and, since coming to Belle- 
ville has been a member of St. Mic- 
hael's Church. He also belonged to 
the Belleville. Rotary Club and the 
Bay of Quinte Country Club. He was 
a prominent member\of the Knights 
of Columbus, beiny o}e of the char- 
tered members of ‘the Peterboro Coun 


In 1893 the late Dr. Coughlin was 
married to Miss- He®.nah Pigott, of 
Peterboro but there are no surviving 
children. Besides his widow there are 
three living sisters and one brother—- 
Mrs. P. Cleary, of Peterboro; Mrs.

Canadian produce exported during 
the 12-months period ended October 
31, 1928, amounting to $1,335,286,237, 
exceeded in value similar exports ‘- 
any 12-months period since July, 1918 
according to figures compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics.

BURNS 


_-One of the commonest accidents 
about the house ig 3 burn, and the 
proper treatment thereof may be a 
matter of life or death. 

As you know, treatment has always 
almed at keeping alr away {rom the 
burnec surface, and so carron oil— 
equal parts of lime water and linseed 
oil—has been’ the ‘standard remedy 
for years. 

In severe burns the home treatmen* 
has been immersing the patient in a 
bath in which a few handfuls of bak- 
ing soda or other alkali has been 
thrown. 

* However the best available treat- 
ment {s tannic acid, and now that it 
is being so generally used, reports on 
its effectiveness are interesting. I 
have spoken before about the results 
obtained in United States and Cana- 
dian hospital, and now comes a re- 
port from Dr. W. C. Wilson from 
Great Britain. He had fifty cases 
treated with tannic acid and {s most 
enthusiastic about it. 

The tannic acid relieves the pain ai- 
most instantly; there is an absence of 
pain and discomfort while the dress- 
ing remains on the burned surface, 
and there is no necessity for the frequ 
ent “dressings” or other forms of 
treatment. 

‘The poisoning which is such a serl- 
ous factor is lessened and this greatly 
increases the chances of saving the 
patient’s life, even in extensive burns, 
There is less“scarring” also from the 
use of tannic, acid than by other me- 
thods. 

I have spoken before about a Chin 
ese physician who suggested the use of 
well-brewed tea where there was no 
tannic acid at hand. 

Dr. Wilson suggests that in house- 
holds, factories, offices, tannic acid 
should be kept at hand in powder 
form, about two level teaspoonsful of 
tannic acid in a packet. 3 

This packet dissolved ina half a 
pint of water gives the solution that fs 
now generally used. 

This can be “painted” on or allow 
ed to flow over the burned surface.

Banks and Merchants In- 
clined to Blame Specula-- 
tion for Conditions 


BUSINESS SLOWER. 


Some Stores Re rt Incréase 
Over Last Year—Next 
| Week the Best , 


Although, according to a Toronto 
newspaper, merchants in that city were 
complaining oitterly of the loss of 
Christmas trade this yeat, the mer- 
‘chants of Belleville are_decidedly spilt 
upon the question of whether trade is 
better or below standard. 

The branches of the banks kere, a- 
gree that there is a trade depression 
this year. The manager of one of the 
lorgor offices of a big bank in the city 
gave two reasons as responsible for this 
depression. “First,” he said “there is 
the matter of the stock markets. Smal: 
inv-stors, especially, have been 3 
hard, either their savings are complete 
ly tled up or else they have lost money 
Tl.ere sceins to be more and more pco 
ple “playing” ‘the markets every day— 
cspecially women. Many who cannot 
afiord it have tried to make money 
from the markets and have been pinch 
ea and pinched hard. The second rea- 
son isthe weather. Who cart think of 
Christmas with this kind of weather? 
It is more like spring than a week’ be- 
fere Yuletide. Who nas te Unristmas 
spirit when there is no snow on the 
gzound?*_ : 

Money Scarce This Year 


“One merCtixit ‘came in to me,” 
stated) “and claimed’ that ‘a year ago 
tant Saturdgy he had Gone over $1,000 
worth ‘of ‘business. in the one day. Last 
Saturday he barely cleared $500, a -fif- 
ty percent Joss. And he was in the 
clothing business, Although it might 
be expected that other lines of business 
might do ® greater Christmas trade.” 

Taking the other side of the ques- 
tion, Mr. Murray, manager of the Wal 
ker Stores, claims that Christmas trade 
has been better than ever this year. 
“Why,” he said, “I think that we have 
dene a far better business this year 
than that of last year. Sinclair's and 
Quick & Roberton’s,too, have nothing 
to complain about money spent 
this year.” . 

Drug stores will not say yet whether 
trade ts better this year than last. One 
cwner sai dthat'the stores did the most 
of their business just a few days be- 
fore Christmas. “I would be able to es- 
timate much better by the end of 
next week,” he stated. 

Tobacco business has been brisk and 
it ts expected that it will be brisker 
yet. Both the United Cigar Store ‘and 
Davenette and Sweeney's are satisficd 
with trade this year. The manager of 
the local branch of the United said 
business could ‘not be compared with 
last year for at that time his store di: 
not have to run competition with the 
new independent store started here. 
“However.” Or, ;Shanks stated, “ws 
have nothing to complain about at all. 
Our dusiness so far has been good” 

Nevertheless, if there were about two 
inches of snow on the ground. with 
nice cold, snappy er, practically 
all merchants’ agree, Christmas trade 
‘would booni\rapidly. With regard to 
the stock markets, although many wo- 
men are dabbling in tha mining mar- 
ket especially, they still seem able to 
buy smoking accessories for their hus- 
bands, brothers or sweethearts.

wall of the north transept. The Abbey 
has no such place of accommodation 
now. Even the Chapter House, it is 
rolnted-out, is “net available as it ts 
under the control not of the Abbey, 
but of the Houses of Parliament. ‘The 
Abbey has, been ‘ncreasingly used in re 
ccnt’ years for great Mational acts of 
worship and religious gatherings, and 
there is a need_of a suitable chamber 
where the leading dignitaries can as- 
simble on such"oceasions and robe.

Office Undersecretary

Anderson,’ Home Office .Under Secre- 
tary, in a recent address at Sheffield.

The Streets Betting Act con 
stitutes another, difficult :problem. for 
the police;ra problem not -reodered 
easier “by the institution of the, Bet- 
ting Duty and other more recent Jegis 
lation. Respect for law and the dn- 
struments of the law is bound to pe 
diminished if the penal statute fs-not 
enforced.”

You are hearing <0 much about the 
liver dict nowadays in the treatment 
of anaemia that you have perhaps 
been wondering whether is it of help 
in other conditions.

‘There was an increase in the 
number of blood” calls, which lasted 
for about ten days. 

In addition to this increase in blood 
cells, there was an Increase in bone 
marrow cells also, which as you know 
helps to make the blood cells. -

APPLE CROP BETTER 
IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Victoria, B.C. (C.P. )—Rritish Col- 
umbia’s apple crop this year totals 4,- 
378.970 boxes, or only 300,000 boxes 
short of the entire output of the chief 
fruit districts of Eastern Canada, ac- 
cording to figures given out here by 
the Committee of Market Direction 
which supervises the sale of British 
Columbia fruit crops. 

In a memorandum covering these 
figures, the committee report says: 

“The estimated number of boxes {s 
given as 4.378.970; deducting the Cuast 
districts, 4,339,350. 

“Nova Scotian is credited with an cs 
limate of 847.850 barrels, which at 3 
1-3 boxes to the barrel, gives an esti- 
mated production of 2,826,167 boxes, or 
practically 1,500,000 fewer .than the 
estimated production of British Colum 

|bia. Eastern Ontario is credited with 

an‘estimate of 177,390 barrels, or 591,- 
300 boxes. Western Ontario is credii- 
¢d withean estimate of 366,500 barrels, 
or 1,221,933 boxes. 

“The relative importance of the pro 
duction in British Columbia may. 
{ therefore, be summed up by saying 
jthat the estimates show it to Be 1,513, 
3183 boxes ahead of the total esimate of 
Nova Scola and only 300,000 boxes 
short short of the entire production of 
Ontario and Nova Scotia. 

“No account has been taken in the 
foregoing figures of Quebec, which is 
credited. with only 85,520 barrels, or 
285,069 boxes.”

tributed of Canadian industries. 
Though seasonal in character, every 
winter sees thousends of men and 
boys, and women. loo, engaged in this 
lucrative occupation, which means the 
distribution of millions of dollars an- 
nually from one end of the Dominion 
to the cther. Hardly a farm, village or 
hamlet but has its trapper. or fur 
trader, and even: in the most densely 
settled portions of the country the 
revenue from the disposal of furs is 
considerable. The value of Canada’s 
raw fur catch in the season of 1926-27 
was $18,864,000. this amount including 
the value of pelts of farnf-reared fur- 
bearers, which as yet, however, only 
amcunts to six percent of the total. 
Large as the Wistribution of wealth 
from marketing furs already, is, it is 
contended that large sums of money 
are being lost tp amateur and farmer. 
ira pers annusly through failure to 
realize that it is just as necessary to 
properly prepare a ‘fur pelt for the 
market as any other farm poduct. The 
experience of a professional trapper 
knows the rules of the game, and that 
to obtain full value for his catch the 
work of skinning, stretching and dry 
ing must be up to a certain standard. 
It’ is to give this professional touch 
to the work of the amateur tre,cper, 
and thus add to the eared of Canada's 
commerce in furs, that the natural 
Fesources intelligence service of ihe 
department of the interior at Ottawa 
has prepared a monograph entitled: 
“The Preparation of Pelts for the 
Market.”
